Taxes on beer, wine and dis¬ 
tilled liquors will increase the 
cost of such beverages consider¬ 
ably. The new tax on beer is 
82 cents a narrel of 31 gallons. 
Wine is taxed two cents a gal¬ 
lon. The Alcoholic Beverage Con¬ 
trol Act imposes an excise tax 
I of 20 cents a quart on distilled 
spirits. 

The new tax schedule is ex¬ 
pected to bring the State $96,- 
000,000 in the next two years, ac¬ 
cording to State Controller Riley. 
Income from the liquor tax is 
expected to range around $15,- 
000,000.

With construction of the Colo¬ 
rado river aqueduct tunnel al¬ 
ready underway in Monrovia, 
end momentarily expected to 
start in Pasadena, the Sierra 
Madre engineering department 
this week expected filing of an 
application for permission to lay 
the local link of the of the 
giant pipeline along Grand View 
avenue. 

The northern street has been 
chosen as the most suitable route 
for the huge water main. Under 
similar agreements entered into 
by the water district, after the 
placing of the pipe line the 
street will be resurfaced, and 
new trees planted. Actual con¬ 
struction plans must be approved 
by the local engineering depart¬ 
ment before work can start. 

Bids for two of the Pasadena 
tunnels, through the hills to the 
west of Pasadena, and for Mon¬ 
rovia tunnel No. 4, will be 
opened July 23. Bids* have not 
yet been asked for the link lying 
between North Hill and North 
Martelo avenues in Pasadena, but 
will be called for soon. 

Successful bidders for the San 
Rafael tunnels in Pasadena will 
have to move 5000 cubic yard , 
of earth In approach cuts to the 
tunnes, and 55,000 cubic yards of 
earth from the tunnels proper. 
They will use 300 tons of erec¬ 
tion steel supports; 390,000 feet 
of lumber; 1,450,00 Opounds of re¬ 
inforcing steel and 25000 yards 
of concrete lining. 

Whereas the aqueduct both 
east and west of Sierra Madro 
will be tunneled through moun¬ 
tains, for the most part, the local 
link will be ditched, a quicker 
and less expensive job. 

Plans for extension of the 
aqueduct across the Arroyo Seco 
have not been completed. The 
pipeline throughout will have a 
diameter of 10 feet, with the San 
Rafael tunnels between Linda 
Vista avenue and Glen Oaks 
boulevard, being 1.85 miles in 
length. The fourth Monrovia tun¬ 
nel will be 1.53 miles long.

Warns Growers To 
Be On The Lookout 
For Gummosis Now

Because of the unusual pres¬ 
ence this year of a bark disease 
known as "gummosis’’ affecting 
citrus trees, Form Advisor M. B. 
Rounds warns citrus growers to 
make an early survey of their 
orchards in order to combat, this 
insidious disease. An unusual per¬ 
centage of gummosis affected 
trees have appeared this spring, 
probably due to the moist 
weather. 

When infection takes place 
this disease grows rapidly in the 
bark of the uee, especially dur¬ 
ing warm weather, and soon 
girdles it. Treatment is to cut 
out all the infested bark to the 
wood, removing this; also cut¬ 
ting into the good bark to a 
depth of two inches above the 
infected area and one inch on 
either side, removing all the bark 
to the woody portion. Afterwards 
paint with a disinfectant such as 
a solution of permanganate of 
potas-ium (one teaspoonful to a 
pint of water) and in about one 
month paint with some kind of 
a protective material in order to 
prevent decay of the wood.

Housing Act, Clifford Anglim, di¬ 
rector of the Northern California 
district, Federal Housing Admin¬ 
istration, declared at a mass 
meeting which closed a two-day 
“mortgage clinic” in Stockton on 
Tuesday. 

The financing, available from 
local banks .and other authorized 
lending institutions under govern¬ 
ment-insured mortgage loans, 
which fixes five percent as the 
maximum interest rate, covers up 
to 80 percent of the appraised 
value of the property, Anglim 
said, and can be paid in equal 
monthly installments extending 
over a period as long as 20 
years. 

The terms are applicable, he 
said, to buy, build or refinance 
present home properties, whether 
a single family or up to a four- 
family dwelling. The maximum 
available under these terms is 
$16,000. Anglim’s address was 
primarily a resume and explana¬ 
tion of recent amendments, dras¬ 
tically liberalizing the National 
Housing Act. 

“Bank vaults in Northern Cali¬ 
fornia are bulging under a bur¬ 
den of .$67,220,000 immediately 
available for government-insured 
loans,” he said. “That amount 
has been allocated and awaits 
only the application of forward 
looking citizens to snatch advan¬ 
tage of this rare opportunity for 
low-cost long term financing.”

level of 50 per cent. 

According to the study, $244,- 
904,000 of operative property will 
be added to the tax rolls of Los 
Angeles county. The county tax¬ 
able valuation for 1934-35 was 
$2,178,925,205, based on an as¬ 
sessment ratio of 50.20 per cent 
to true value. When the 50 per 
cent common valuation level is 
applied, this should result in an 
estimated equalized valuation for 
1935-36 of $2,170,149,000. With 
the addition of operative prop¬ 
erty, the county should have a 
total valuation for 1935-36 of 
about $2,415,053,000. On this 
valuation, a $1.08 cent tax rate 
will yield as much for the 
county to spend as the $1.20 rate 
on a taxable valuation of $2,178,- 
925,205 yielded in 1934-35. The 
study assumes that the true 
value of nonoperative property in 
the county will not change ma¬ 
terially in 1935-36 compared with 
1934-35. 

The study made by the Tax- 
pi yers’ association was on the 
general county tax rate, the only 
rate which applies uniformly to 
all property in the county. Prac- 
ticaly every tax bill carries other 
tax rates, the association points 
out, both for school districts and 
for city and other district levies 
Some of these smaller areas may 
be doubled or trebled in value by 
the return of operative property; 
In others there may be no opera¬ 
tive property at all. No two of 
the more than 11,000 taxing dis¬ 
tricts in the State will be affect¬ 
ed alike. In general, however, the 
trend of the tax rates should be 
downward because of the broad¬ 
ening of the tax base.
